play . 
That is, the real-for-su re pipe 
organ ist—the kin d that does, thin gs 
with the big box of melody . 
Did y ou 
ev er stop to realize what it requ ires 
to make a good organ ist? On e mu st 
n ot on ly hav e a sou l bu bblin g ov er 
with mu sic, bu t mu st at on ce be an 
athlete, acrobat, sharp shooter an d 
a rin g-tail-sn ipper. 
Likewise they 
mu st be ambidex trou s, agile, hy steri­ 
cal an d n ev er wear hobbles. 
When 
they start, they gen erally open with a 
Salome twist an d then u se their feet 
all the M’hile like on e pu mpin g u p a 
lon g hill on a bicy cle. 
Stops mu st be 
pu lled ou t—by the teeth, if n ecessary 
—an d if both han ds are in u se, play ­ 
in g the theme an d a v ariation , other 
key s mu st be brou ght in action by 
some su pern atu ral 
power—possible 
min d ov er m atter. It wou ld n ot do to 
hav e a rou gh place or a n ail protru ­ 
din g from the ben ch on Mhich they 
slide from side to side like a greased 
pig on a skatin g rin k floor. 
Some­ 
times they do n ot hav e the opportu n ­ 
ity to tu rn their mu sic—when it is 
difficu lt—so they ju st keep on play ­ 
in g an y way . 
They mu st play some­ 
thin g. 
On accou n t of the v olu me of 
n oise their mu sic makes, it will n ot do 
to hav e an y lu lls in it. On e can pau se 
\ 
hav e an y lu lls in it. 
On e cab pau se 
in other in stru men tal ren dition s, bu t 
n ot on the pipe organ . 
If the water 
motor starts to makin g 
a 
certain 
clickin g or heart throbbin g sort of a 
n oise then the organ ist mu st be qu ick 
to n ote it an d strike a few n otes to 
rin g in the gu ttral sou n d in perfect 
-harmon y . 
If a baby cries, the clev er 
organ ist can catch the pitch in an 
in stan t an d thu s ov ercome the dis­ 
cord. 
Sometimes it is difficu lt for 
them to hold their seat when they 
strike that bu ll frog n ote down n ear 
where the preacher sits. 
The v ibra­ 
tion bou n ces on e an d all within a 
radiu s of ten 
feet of 
the 
organ . 
An other thin g, on e mu st n ot let the 
right han d kn ow w hat the left han d 
doeth—ju st so it keeps on the mov e. 
An d despite the in tricate man eu ­ 
v erin g requ ired y ou hardly ev er hear 
them play in g a “regu lar” piece of 
mu sic. 
No, they mu st ren der some­ 
thin g difficu lt—somethin g from the 
old m asters. 
On e of those pieces 
where 
they 
start 
an d 
ju mp 
from 
pedal 
to pedal 
like 
the 
Du tchman in the circu s who leaps 
from on e horizon tal bar to an other. 
All the time y ou are su re they are go­ 
in g to make a mistake an d fall down ; 
bu t that’s the beau ty of pipe organ 
play in g—if they do make a mistake 
they can drown it with a chord of 
bass an d n o on e kn owrs the differen ce.

W ashin gto n . July 8 .—An early co n ­ 
clusio n o f the labo rs o f the special 
sessio n o f co n gress is presaged by the 
gen eral co n clusio n reached in the sen ­ 
ate that the tariff bill shall be put to a 
fin al vo te in that bo dy befo re adjo urn ­ 
men t this even in g. 
Because o f the 
po ssible effect o n the to bacco schedule 
there was n o effo rt to o btain fo rmal 
assen t in o pen sen ate to the pro po si­ 
tio n to fix a time fo r a vo te, but so far 
as the can vassers o f the sen ate co uld 
ascertain , there was n o in dicatio n o f 
o bjectio n to a fin al vo te so me time 
to day . 
It is ex pected the bill as perfected 
will receive practically all, tho ugh n o t 
all, o f the Republican vo tes, while it 
is un dersto o d that pro bably all o f the 
Demo cratic vo tes, with the ex ceptio n 
o f the vo te o f Sen ato r McEn ery o f 
Lo uisian a will be cast again st it. 
When passed the m easure will be hur­ 
ried o ver to the ho use as ex peditio us­ 
ly as po ssible, an d it is ex pected the 
ho use will be in sessio n to mo rro w 
mo rn in g in the ho pe o f receivin g it. 
The in co me tax questio n in cludin g 
the co rpo ratio n tax pro visio n an d in ­ 
heritan ce tax received much atten tio n 
In the sen ate an d the straight in co me 
tax ers were affo rded the o ppo rtun ity 
upo n which they have so lo n g in sisted 
to get a direct vo te in favo r o f the in ­ 
co me tax as o ppo sed to the co rpo ra­ 
tio n tax . 
Sen ato r Bailey mo ved his in co me tax 
amen dmen t as a substitute fo r the 
fin an ce 
co mmittee's 
pro visio n , 
an d 
witho ut debate a vo te was taken upo n 
it an d it was rejected by a majo rity 
o f 19, the ballo t stan din g 28 to 47 . 
W ith the co rpo ratio n tax pro visio n 
thus securely established as a part o f 
the tariff bill, there was co n siderable 
effo rt to amen d it, an d In o n e n o table 
case this effo rt was successful. 
Sen a­ 
to r Clapp o f Min n eso ta has been a 
severe critic o f the pro visio n ever 
sin ce its in tro ductio n because it ex ­ 
cluded “ho ldin g” co mpan ies. 
He re­ 
n ewed his criticism an d was suppo rted 
in his views by o ther sen ato rs.

ultim ate result was the acceptan ce by

The paper by the New Yo rk philan ­ 
thro pist was presen ted by Dr. Arthur 
Ran do lph Green , medical directo r o f 
the Straus pasteurized milk wo rk an d 
o n e o f the American delegates to /the 
co n feren ce. 
It disclo sed fo r the first 
time the eviden ce gathered by the 
American in vestigato rs to sho w the re­ 
spo n sibility o f milk fro m tuberculo us 
co ws fo r the in fectio n o f human bein gs 
with tuberculo sis. 
Mr. Straus’ repo rt declares that the 
in fectio n o f children with bo vin e tu­ 
berculo sis sho uld be preven ted by fo r­ 
biddin g the sale o r use o f milk un less 
it co mes fro m tuberculin tested co ws 
o r un less it has been pro perly pasteur­ 
ized. 
Overwhelmin g pro o f o f the n ecessity 
o f sto ppin g the use o f tuberculo us 
milk has been supplied, particularly 
within the past y ear, by the defin ite 
tracin g o f a large n um ber o f cases o f 
human tuberculo sis to its bo vin e o ri­ 
gin , acco rdin g to Mr. Straus.

What's Coming? 


There was comfort for Republi­ 
cans in the Indianapolis Sun’s letter 
from its Washington correspondent, 
Louis Ludlow, in its issue of Tues­ 
day, June 29. 
It stated that Presi­ 
dent Taft had informed some of the 
senators what he expects from the 
conferees when the tariff bill gets in­ 
to their hands. 
It is that the Senate 
conferees shall agree to all the re­ 
ductions which the senate bill makes 
below the House bill. 
That is good. 
It recalls the old recipe for remov­ 
ing warts—tell the wart in a whisper 
that if it doesn’t leave, you will burn 
it out with a hot iron, and then keep 
your word. 
We have been hearing 
from Washington for weeks past that 
the President -was looking to the con­ 
ference for a satisfactory bill and 
we have been puzzled to understand 
how he was going to get it. The func­ 
tion of a conference committee is to 
reconcile differences. 
It makes 
no 
amendments of either bill and con­ 
siders no provisions of either ex­ 
cept 
those 
upon 
which 
the 
two 
houses are in disagreement. But this 
proposal, if acted upon, would give 
the country a real revision of the 
tariff—not downward to a large ex­ 
tent but truly downward to some ex­ 
tent; and while it would not meet the 
full expectation and wishes 
of 
the 
country, it would justify the Presi­ 
dent’s signature to the bill. 
He has 
legislative functions and responsi­ 
bilities, but they are limited in the 
first instance to suggestions and re­ 
commendations. 
If he can get into 
the law all the reductions that either 
house is willing to make separately, 
he will have a right to say that he 
has done all he could for downward 
revision. 
The last six weeks has been full of 
anxiety and suspense for loyal Taft 
Republicans in Indiana. We have be­ 
lieved in him absolutely. We thought 
he had all the courage of his prede­ 
cessor without his impetuosity.

He did no t refer to the chance that 
he was quite sure to co me in fo r a 
larg e leg acy at the death o f his ma­ 
ternal g randfather, a millio naire ranch 
o wmer in the far west. 
After 
leav ing 
co lleg e 
he 
drifted 
pretty much o v er the wo rld, taking 
po t luck with fo rtune and clasping the 
hand o f circumstance. 
There had 
been hard ro ads to trav el as well as 
! easy o nes, but he nev er co mplained. 
| He swung o n thro ug h life with the 
heart o f a so ldier and the co nfidence 
j o f a pag an. 
He lo athed business, and 
I be abho rred trade. 
j 
He was an o rphan and bo unden to 
! no man. 
No o ne had the rig ht to 
| questio n his actio ns after his twenty - 
I first anniv ersary . He went In fo r law 
j at Yale and then practiced restlessly ,

Her skin is like a—a—o h, let me see!

pink, and white, d’y e see? Well, nev er 
mind. And her smile! And her fro wn! 
Yo u kno w. I’v e seen bo th o f ’em, and 
o ne’s as attractiv e as the o ther. She’s 
I a real princess, g entlemen, and the 
prettiest wo man I’v e ev er laid my 
ey es upo n. 
And to think o f her as the 
wife o f that blithering little ass, that 
j ninco mpo o p o f a Karl Brabetz! 
She 
! lo athes him. I’m sure—1 kno w she 
do es. 
And she’s g o t to marry him! 
j That’s what she g ets fo r being a g rand 
I duke’s daug hter. 
Brabetz is the heir 
| apparent to so me duchy o r o ther o v er 
j there and is suppo sed to be the catch 
¡o f the seaso n. 
Yo u’v e heard o f him. 
He was in Paris this seaso n and cut 
quite a 
fig ure—a prince with real 
mo ney in his purse, y o u kno w. I wo n­ 
der why it is that o ur American g irls 
can’t marry the princes who hav e 
mo ney instead o f tho se who hav e no ne, 
bio t that 1 wish any o f o ur g irls such 
bad luck as Brabetz!

W ERE NEVER LOST TO SIGHT. 


S O LD B L A L L DRUGGISTS. 


Lapland and Amerika Only Few Miles 
Apart Fro m Fire Island to Eng lish 
Channel—Passeng ers Up Early and 
Late to Watch Riv alry —Sho rt Dis­ 
tance Between as Co ntest Ended. 


It falls to the lo t o f co mparativ ely 
few v o y ag ers acro ss the Atlantic to 
enjo y the ex citement o f a race fro m 
Fire island to the Eng lish channel in 
such measure as did tho se o n the Ham- 
burg -American and Red Star liners 
Amerika and 
Lapland, respectiv ely . 
The fo rmer arriv ed at Ply mo uth Sat­ 
urday nig ht, June 26. while the latter 
reached Do v er Sunday mo rning . 
Fo r sev en day s and nig hts the two 
g reat v essels plo wed the selfsame un­ 
ruffled seas almo st side by side. 
So 
ev enly matched w'ere they In speed 
that their lo g s were almo st Identical, 
and, altho ug h fo r fiv e and a half day s 
the Amerika held her riv al half to a 
quarter o f a mile astern, she co uld no t 
shake her o ff and finally turned into 
Ply mo uth with the Lapland o nly a 
few hundred y ards behind. 
The Amerika left her wharf at Ho ­ 
bo ken at 10 o ’clo ck Saturday mo rning . 
June 10. 
The Lapland fo llo wed an 
ho ur later and was clo sely fo llo wed 
do wn the bay by the White Star liner 
Baltic. 
The Cunarder Carmania and 
the American liner New Yo rk preced­ 
ed the three. When the Lapiand clear­ 
ed Ambro se channel the Amerika wras 
so me ten miles ahe.ad, her hull just 
belo w the ho rizo n, and the New Yo rk 
was still v isible. 
The weather co nditio ns were perfect, 
with a smo o th sea and lig ht air fro m 
the so uthward. 
These co nditio ns pre­ 
v ailed fo r fo ur full day s and nig hts o r 
until Thursday midnig ht, when the 
wind freshened fro m the so utheast­ 
ward and lo ng , ro lling head seas set in 
In which the steamers pitched easily , 
with small if any diminutio n o f their 
speed. 
The Baltic was left astern the first 
nig ht o ut o f New Yo rk, and the New 
Yo rk was no t caug ht up with, altho ug h 
at all times o nly a few miles ahead 
and co nstantly In w ireless co mmunica­ 
tio n with the Amerika. Lapland and 
Carmania. The Carmania drew to the 
so uthward the first nig ht and craw-led 
up a little o n the Amerika and Lap­ 
land. but all Sunday and Mo nday was 
plainly v isible, as were her lig hts at 
nig ht o n the so uthern ho rizo n. 
She 
passed o ut o f sig ht Tuesday mo rning 
early . 
Meantime the Amerika and the Lap­ 
land steamed o n. 
Great was the ex ­ 
citement o f the passeng ers o n bo th 
bo ats as ho ur after ho ur o ne wo uld 
seem to g ain and the o ther to lo se, o r 
v ice v ersa. 
By Thursday afterno o n 
the ships were almo st abeam, abo ut 
half a mile apart. The afterno o n was 
unusual, fo r the mido cean swell o f the 
mo rning had subsided, the sky was 
clo udless, 
the air co o l 
and fresh. 
Smo ke po ured in v o lumes fro m the 
funnels o f bo th liners as they sped 
alo ng . 
It was quite ev ident bo th were being 
pushed to their best speed. 
The In­ 
terchang e o f numero us messag es be­ 
tween friends fro m o ne to the o ther 
steamer kept the Marco ni o perato rs 
busy all day and far into the nig ht. 
The co ntest, in fact, g reatly reliev ed 
the tedium o f the v o y ag e. Many were 
tho se who sat up late o n each bo at 
and ro se at unwo ntedly early ho urs to 
watch the race. 
Friday was co ld and clear, with a 
stro ng no rth wind o n the beam o f bo th 
bo ats. The Amerika no w drew to the 
so uthward, and the steamers ran still 
parallel co urses, but farther apart— 
so me fo ur miles, in fact—than at any 
time since they left New Yo rk. 
At 
midnig ht Friday the lig hts o f each 
v essel were just disting uishable fro m 
the o ther, and it was with a sense o f 
lo ss and disappo intment that g o o d 
nig hts were said. But Saturday mo rn­ 
ing , which ag ain bro ug ht a smo o th 
sea, sunlig ht and lig ht no rtherly wind, 
rev ealed the fact that in the ho urs o f 
darkness the ships had ag ain drawn 
near to each o ther and were then o nly 
a scant mile apart, the Amerika to the 
so uthward. 
The Lapland’s passeng ers saw at 
o nce that the race was pro bably theirs, 
as the Amerika wo uld hav e to bear to 
the no rth to make Ply mo uth during 
the afterno o n after the Scilly islands 
were passed, while the Lapland pur­ 
sued her co urse to Do v er. 
This, they 
ho ped, wo uld fo rce the Amerika to 
pass astern o f the Lapland, and this 
ho pe also ex plained why the Lapland 
had kept bearing to the no rth o n 
Thursday when she had abo ut o v er­ 
hauled her riv al. 
That mo v e had 
fo rced what seemed no w likely to o c­ 
cur. 
As the ho urs o f Saturday passed the 
ex citement o n bo th v essels increased 
as they drew nearer and nearer. 
At 3 
o ’clo ck they were almo st abeam, the 
Amerika slig htly in the lead. The pas­ 
seng ers cro wded the rails and watched 
fo r the result with eag er, ex pectant 
ey es. Clo ser and clo ser drew the ships, 
and at 3:20. just as Bisho p’s ro ck was 
sig hted, the Amerika put o n a burst 
o f speed, drawing ahead o f the Lap­ 
land, cro ssed the latter’s bo ws o nly a 
few hundred y ards away , and kept 
ahead fo r three ho urs until she went 
into Ply mo uth. 
Thus the race o f sev en day s and 
three ho urs, all acro ss the no rth At­ 
lantic, clo sed with a scant v icto ry fo r 
the German bo a t—Lo ndo n 
Special Ca­ 
ble to New Yo rk Times. 


NOTED SHORT STORY WRITER 


Sarah Orne Jewett’s Ex planatio n o f 
Ho w She Became an Autho r. 
Sarah Orne Jewett, who recently 
died at her summer ho me In So uth 
Berwick, Me., was kno w-u fo r fo rty 
y ears as a w-riter o f brilliant sho rt 
sto ries o f New Eng land co untry life. 
She was a pio neer in the field. It was 
she who made sto ry lo v ers feel at 
ho me ia the stiff N*» w Eng land par­ 
lo rs and the prim v illag e streets tro d­ 
den by the descendants o f the Puri­ 
tans. 
Indeed, this clew no t merely to her 
quality as a writer, but her character 
as a wo man, is best ex pressed in her 
o wn ex planatio n o f ho w she came to 
write. “ When I w*as perhaps fifteen,” 
she said, “ the first city bo arders beg an 
to make their appearance near Ber­ 
wick, and the way they misco nstrued 
the co untry peo ple and made g ame o f 
their peculiarities fired me with Indig ­ 
natio n. 
I determined to teach the 
wo rld that co untry peo ple were no t the 
aw’kwrard, ig no rant set tho se perso ns 
seemed to think. 
I wanted the wo rld 
to kno w their g rand, simple liv es, and 
so far as I had a missio n when I first 
beg an to write I think that was it.” 
Miss Jewett was a wo man o f charm­ 
ing perso nality . 
Altho ug h her early 
educatio n w’as o btained entirely in her 
little co untry ho me to wn, it was under 
the best auspices, fo r her peo ple were 
well descended and educated. To this 
early educatio n and her o wn natural 
g ifts were added the bro adening in­ 
fluences o f trav el and asso ciatio n. Her 
Intimacy with Mrs. James T. Field at 
an early ag e o pened to her the do o rs 
o f the mo st cultured so ciety in Bo sto n 
and in Euro pe, and therefo re she was 
enabled to lo o k upo n the peo ple o f 
w’ho m she wro te fro m a dual po int o f 
v iew\ 
The autho r’s birthplace and ho me is 
a beautiful co lo nial ho use, built o v er 
150 y ears ag o , in the o ld to wn o f So uth 
Berw ick, Me. 
She was bo rn in 1849 . 
Her father. Dr. Theo do re II. Jewett, 
was a hig hly ed u cated phy sician and 
a pro fesso r in the medical department 
o f Bo wdo in co lleg e. 
In “ A Co untry 
Do cto r” is fo und a g limpse o f their 
happy co mpanio nship. 
Indeed, it was 
under her wise father’s superv isio n 
that she o btained mo st o f her educa­ 
tio n. 
Much o f her time was spent io 
bro wsing in his ex cellent library . 
Miss Jewett’s first sto ry was ac­ 
cepted by the Atlantic Mo nthly pure­ 
ly o n its merits when she was twenty - 
y ears o ld. 
“ Deephav en” was her first 
success. Since then she had published 
a lo ng list o f bo o ks. 
She trav eled ex ­ 
tensiv ely in the United States and 
abro ad. 
In perso nal appearance Miss Jewett 
was tall and dig nified, with a well 
bred g race and co urtesy o f manner. 
She had a brig ht and piquant face 
and a lo w, musical v o ice. In co nv ersa­ 
tio n she was brig ht and interesting , se­ 
lecting her wo rds with a quick dis­ 
criminatio n. She po ssessed a keen wit.

Willie Bry ant, a full blo o ded Chero ­ 
kee Indian bo y , nineteen y ears o ld, 
taking a trail that blo o dho unds re­ 
fused to fo llo w, led the w-ay fo r fifty 
miles thro ug h ro ug h timbered co untry 
and, with a po sse, surro unded and cap­ 
tured the two remaining ro bbers who 
made a futile attempt to ho ld up a 
train at Brag g s, Okla., a few day s ag o , 
resulting in a fig ht in which o ne o ffi­ 
cer was killed and o ne o f the ro bbers 
badly wo unded. 
The feat o f Bry ant is co nsidered re­ 
markable. He has inherited all o f the 
instincts o f his fo refathers in the craft 
o f the trail. 
Sheriff Ramsay to o k 
blo o dho unds In an auto to the scene 
o f the ho ldup befo re the trail was six 
ho urs o ld, but the do g s refused to fo l­ 
lo w it. Then Deputy Sheriff Clark put 
y o ung Bry ant at the head o f the po sse. 
The Indian was g iv en his head. 
The 
co urse is in the fo o thills o f the Ozark 
mo untains and v ery difficult fo r trav el. 
This distance was co v ered unerring ly 
and swiftly by the Chero kee. Tho ug h 
the task o f keeping the trail was diffi­ 
cult, the members o f the po sse fo und 
the g reatest tro uble in keeping in sig ht 
o f Bry ant. When Pro cto r was reached 
the po sse men were utterly ex hausted.

HAPPILY THEY ALL ESCAPE 


When Atchison Train Began to Slowly 


Sink in Washout the Passengers All 


Managed to Rush 
Back Into the 


Rear Cars, Where They Found a 


Certain Degree of Safety — Rescued 


by Farmers, They Are 
Now Ma­ 


rooned in the Neighboring Farm­ 


houses— Bridge Washed Away. 


Kansas City , Ju ly 8.—Destru ctiv e 
floods hav e been cau sed in many parts 
of Missou ri and Kansas by the late u n­ 
precedented rains, to which hav e been 
added the bu rden of the melted snows 
from the mou ntains brou ght down 
throu gh the Missou ri v alley , cau sing 
all the streams to leav e their banks. 
The resu lts of the flood u p to date 
are as follows: 
Train No. 5 of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway 
met with a wreck at Pomona, Kan. 
Of the ten coaches which made u p the 
train, fou r, a baggage car and three 
day coaches, left the track and rolled 
into eighteen feet of water. 
The train, whicji had been detou red 
from the main line ov er the Emporia 
branch, was ru nning along smoothly 
throu gh the water when it began to 
sink on the u ndermined tracks. 
The 
coaches sank so gradu ally that the pas- 
j 
sengers and crew were able to get 
into the Pu llman cars before the other ; 
coaches finally toppled ov er and sank 
from v iew. People from the su rrou nd­ 
ing cou ntry , attracted by the cries of 
the 300 marooned passengers, imme­ 
diately endeav ored to start a rescu e. 
Rafts were hastily constru cted and the 
few boats av ailable were pu shed ou t, 
bu t by this time the cu rrent was so 
swift arou nd the train that only the 
most v entu rsome were able to reach 
the people. 
A rescu e by means of a 
series of boats Med with ropes was 
finally effected. 
Boat trips of from 
one to two miles were made to farm­ 
hou ses and the passengers were all 
finally taken to safety . 
The passen­ 
gers probably will hav e to remain at 
the farmhou ses u ntil the floods su b­ 
side. 
Pomona is almost completely Inu n­ 
dated, the Marais des Cy nts riv er at 
that point being three miles wide. In 
Kansas City the situ ation is threaten­ 
ing, if net y et seriou s. 
In the bot­ 
toms In the western section, where are 
located 
the 
stocky ards, 
wholesale 
warehou ses and manu factu ring plants, 
the waters from the conflu ence of the 
Missou ri and Kansas riv ers are lap­ 
ping the danger line, and precau tions 
hav e been taken against a fu rther rise. 
In what are known as tne Eastern 
bottoms au thorities hop? to inv ert dam­ 
age by the closing of sewer floodgates 
and the operation of a gigantic elec­ 
trical pu mp. 
At Chillicothe, Mo., on the Grand 
riv er, six men 
were swept from a 
bridge and were seen flou ting down 
the stream. 
Whether they reached 
shore was not learned. 
At Pattonsbu rg, Mo., ov er a thou ­ 
sand people are imprisoned on roofs 
or in second storier and the situ ation 
is hou rly growiu g more acu te. Boats 
and su pplies hav e been ru shed there 
from nearby points, bu t with little 
prospect cf crossing the two miles of 
swirling water between the marooned 
residents and dry land. Many women 
and small children are among those 
held prisoners by the riv er, and their 
condition is cau sing general alarm. At 
least one man was drowned, hav ing 
been carried away by the cu rrent In 
the main street. 
From as far down the Missou ri as 
Jefferson City reports of crop damage 
in the riv er bottoms are reaching 
here, and the inev itable fu rther rise in 
that region will swell the total. 


Important Address Made Before Ken­ 


tucky Bar Association. 
Padu cah, Ky ., Ju ly 8.—State control 
of corporations doing an interstate 
bu siness was discu ssed in an address 
before the State Bar association by 
George W. Wickersham, attorney gen­ 
eral of the United States, in this city . 
Of paramou nt importance, becau se Mr. 
Wickersham gav e complete treatment 
of the tru st qu estion as It appears to 
the present national administration, 
the address was notable chiefly for the 
recommendation made by the attorney 
general-that congress shou ld enact a 
law' prov iding for nationally created 
incorporations t6 carry on interstate 
commerce. 
Prev iou sly , by ex hau stiv e reference 
to important state and federal cou rt 
decisions, 
Mr. 
Wickersham 
had 
sketched the way s by which states 
may regu late bu siness of foreign cor­ 
porations within their bou ndaries and 
had adv ocated that the license of any 
foreign corporation be v acated if 50 
per cent of its stock was owned by an* 
company , domestic or foreign, or if 
that amou nt became later so owned. 
Taking u p the definition of interstate 
commerce, thou gh Mr. Wickersham 
said it “wou ld be rash at this time to 
su ggest a definition of what it is,” he 
qu oted Ju stice Harlan of the United 
States su preme cou rt, that it is not a 
“technical legal conception, bu t a prac­ 
tical one.” 
This brou ght the attorney general to 
his main declaration that congress 
shou ld organize corporations to carry 
on interstate bu siness, becau se of the 
general legal complex ity of regu lating 
that traffic.
